Restores Belgium. 

Whether the Belgian territory would be 
restored entirely is not specified in the 
newspaper, but it is etated that the coun- 
try would be policed—that is, garrisoned 
—by Germany until the payments of the 
contribution were ended, and that meas- 
ures would be taken to prevent Belgium 
from serving as an Anglo-French out- 
post, elther by treaty arrangements or 
perhaps through “ pledges turned over 
to Germany, the latter phrase apparently 
referring to the retention of the Meuse 
fortresses. 

The Wolff bureau is careful to disavow 
authoritatively that the article is inter- 
pretable as a German peace feeler. 

Hollweg Has Conditions? 

GENEVA, Dec. 28.—A dispateh to the 
Tribune from Vienna says: 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg is 
expected in Vienna shortly with the full 
conditions under which the central pow- 
rs will accept peace. After discussing 
the terms with Baron von Burian, the 
Austrian foreign minister, the conditions | 
will be officially communicated to the al- 
lies, Germany suggesting that the first 
conference be held at The Hague.

The resolution is couched in terms 
which suggest criticism of the previous 
board which authorized expenditures 
said to be in excess of the revenue which 
the present board will have. It reads:

limitations, and, together with other ex- 
penditures due to the great growth of the 
school system, is creating a constantly 
increasing deficit over the annua) income 
of the board; ;

largest city in the world. London, by 
reason of losses occasioned by the war 
and because of a gigantic mistake in esti- 
mating the population, must now admit 
that the American metropol's is the bigger 
by about a quarter of a million people. 


Nor are matters improved, as London- 
ere have imagifed, by comparing the 


3 of Greater London with that 
of Greater New York, for there again the 
American metropolis beats the older city 
by 182,000. 


It ia tour years now since the last census 


of London was taken, but the official 
figures have only just been made public. 


Glaring Error Is Shown. 


. These figures show, among other things, 
the astonishing blunder. The census ro- 
vealed that there were actually some 
four and one-half miliions within the 
eounty of London (which means London 


births and deaths have been inaccurate, 


The exact number of people in thecoun- 


ty of: London, according to these 1911 
figures, is 4,521,858, whereas New York 
City in 1910 numbered 4,766,883. 


Counting in “ extra-London,” as i is 


termed (that te, London outside the coun- 
ty), the population of the erstwhile me- 
tropolis of the world is 7,251,358, whereas 
that of Greater New York, ineluding the 
Westchester and New Jersey suburbs, 
was, at the last. ceneus, 7,383,871.

It is stated on excellent authority that 
the cabinet has virtually decided upon a 
modified form of conscription bill, to be 
introduced in the house of commons next 
week, giving the government the neces- 
sary power to bring in single men and 
preserve Premier Asquith’s pledge. This 
decision wae reached at yesterday's cab- 
inet meeting. 

Premier Asquith is expected to make a 
statement on the whole question in the 
house of commons on Wednesday or 
Thursday of next week and announce the 
speedy introduction of a bill of a permis 
sive character, making service in the 
army obligatory on unmarried men who 
have failed te enlist under the Derby 
scheme. 
“Probable Polley of Cabinet.” 
The line of policy upon which a maſor - 
ity of the ministers agree, indicating that 
some, at least, of the anti-conscription- 
ist section of the cabinet so far waived 
their principle as to consent to a modified 
application of force, is as follows: 
First, that the premier’s pledge to

It is believed that the actual formal 
resolution on the new policy has been 
postponed until another meeting of the 
cabinet, on Thursday, and that in the 
short interval Mr. Asquith will be em- 
ployed in asserting the strongest tnflu- 
ences to avert disruption to his cabinet.

On the day before Secretary of Sta 
Bryan resigned from President Wilson's 
cabinet, Congressman Buchanan arrived 
in Washington. He called on Mr. Bryan 
and héd a long conference with him. 
After his call, in answer to questions as 
to Whether he intended to attempt the or- 
ganization of union men into an anti- 
war group, he said he had not thought of 
the matter in just that light, but that he 
intended to ekert all his influence to line 
them up against war and in favor ot peace 
at almost any price.

After the excitement over Mr. Bryan's 
resignation had died down, Buchanan, 
together with other labor leaders, signed 
a call for a gathering in Washington to 
form Labor’s National Peace Council.

Immediately after the threat was ut- 
tered, however, strikes began to occur 
with amazing frequency in munitions 
plants throughout the country. In addi- 
tion to the strikes a number of plants 
were burned down or destroyed or dam- 
aged by explosions.

Continental Army Bill Could Be 
ut iu bet Universal 
Ilalniag in U. S. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.— [Special.] 
The continental army plan of the Wilson 
administration, it was learned authorita- 
tively tonight, is designéd to place in force 
.upivereal military service if necessary. 
The measure, as at present outlined, 
will operate with either the volunteer or 
‘universal service system. It was framed 
with the Swiss system as a model and 
dacks only one feature—that of eompul- 
sory service—to conform with that 
system. 
Should events prove that a sufficient 
number of volunteers will not come for- 
ward, a brief amendment in the law would 
set the continental army machinery in 
motion With little delay to establish a 
citizen army under the compulsory and 
universal service. 


Recruiting by Districts. 

Regulations contemplated by the fram- 
ers of the plan to put the continental 
army project into effect include the di- 
vision of the country into military di- 
vis ons corresponding generally to the 
present congressional districts. Each 
military district would be called upon for 
333 recruits annually. 

In the event that compulsory service 

is decided upon, it is stated. the only 
action necessary would be to authorize 
the war department in any year when 
the quota of recruits from any district 
has not been made up voluntarily by a 
predetermined date, to draft the neces- 
sary men for that purpose from the por- 
tion of the population of the district lla - 
ble for military service, 
_ Advocates of the administration plan 
say that the 400,000 men with the colors 
and 400,000 reserve proposed to be pro- 
duced within six years will not consti- 
tute a force adequate to the needs of 
the nation and they do not contend that 
the proposed two months of intensive 
training a year for three years is suffi- 
clent to make @ soldier. 


Garrison’s Aid Gives View. 

While Secretary of War Garrison has 
made no public declaration of his‘own 
‘opinion, Assistant Secretary Breckin- 
ridge, who frequently serves as his chief's 
spokesman, has clearly indicated in pub- 
lie utterances adherence to the belief 
that universal service is the only fair 
and ‘democratic solution to the military 
probiem of the nation. 

Signs are not lacking that the military 
committees of congress will be formally 
acquainted with this view at the com- 
ing hearings. either by the secretary him- 
self or by an authorized spokesman. 

It is understood, however, that the de- 
partment will urge that the vital thing 
is to put through at the present seasion 
a definite statement of military policy 
and create machinery for organization of 
a citizen army, volunteers to begin with 
but based ultimately on universal serv- 
Department officials are unwilling to see 
the fate of their policy as expressed by 
the general staff and Mr. Garrison jeop- 
ardiged by tying it up with the univer- 
sal service issue, which may be disposed 
of after the policy has been written. 


Present Plan Preparatory. 

It is an open secret that the present 
plan is regarded by its framers as more 
of a preparatory measure than anything 
else, paving the way to a decision by the 
people at lange for universal service, and 
establishing immediately the correct 
fundamental principles that must under- 
lie any proper military system. 

In determining upon his plan Secretary 
Garrison consulted every general officer 
of the active army and many on the re- 
tired list. In addition he heard hundreds 
of opinions of officers of lower rank and 
for months conferred with the officers 
and officiais immediately about him in the 
war department. : 

Efforts of the depariment officials first 
will be directed toward convincing con- 
gress that the urgent thing is to get the 
machinery for a citizen army created, the 
arms, ammunition and supplies necessary 
piled up, mobilization points selected anc 
equipped, and coast defenses extended 
and improved.

The greatest danger at the present time, 
when so many plans for national defense 
are being proposed, is that the issue will 
be so befuddled as to be lost sight of. 
It is necessary to thoroughly under- 
stand what national defense implies. In 
other words, from a military point of 
view, what is it we have to defend, what 
does this defense entail, and how much 
of it do we lack. 

Of course, we must defend the conti- 
nental limits of the United States from 
invasion, but that is not all. Our over- 
sea trade is steadily growing. We 
maintain our right to this trade, and our 
right to equal trade opportunities in the 
various countries. In our intercourse 
with foreign nations we frequently refer 
to the Monroe doctrine and demand their 
compliance with its principle. 


Possessions Need Defenses. 

In Alaska, Hawaii; Guam, Tutuila, the 
Philippine islands, Panama, and Porto 
Rico we have possessions well outside of 
the continental limits of the United 
States. All these possessions must be 
defended from foreign aggression or given 
up without ggle. 

Even the most ardent pacifist could not 
advocate giving up our oversea trade nor 
maintain that oversea trade is not one of 
the most prolific causes of disputes. While 
there is considerable talk of abandoning 
the Monroe doctrine and insistence that 
the maintenance of this doctrine tends to 
proveke trouble, the question from a 
purely military point of view is—do we 
prefer to keep possible enemies at the 
other sides of the Atlantic and Pacific 
or do we wish to let them build up in time 
of peace and on the continent with us or 
on the neighboring islands near bases 
from which to operate against us in time 
of war. 


of Monroe Doctrine. 
Continuation of the Monroe doctrine 
theans keeping them on the other sides 
of the oceans, Its abrogation means 
bringing them to our front door in the. 
same way that every European nation’ 
has an enemy. In other words, the con- 
tinuance of the Monroe doctrine is in 
reality a defensive measure. 2 
Ie as some favor the giving up ot 
the Monroe doctrine because they are 
afraid of the trouble which it may pro- 
voke, others favor giving up our over- 
sea possessions because they consider 
possession of them invites aggression. 
These possessions are valuable for two 
reasons. The first is, that they fur- 
nish bases along trade routes from which 
our fleet can operate in time of war to 
protect our commerce. The possession 
of such bases in all seas has been the 
main reason for Great Britain's suc- 
cess in protecting her own commerce 
in. this war and driving that of her 
enemies bff the seas. 


Germany Lacked Sea Bases. 
The lack of bases from which to oper- 
ate was one of the greatest factors in 
the failure of the German commerce de- 
stroyers to escape their enemies and 
keep the seas and thus continue the 
destruction of enemy commerce. | 
The more distant the possession as long 
as it is at the intersection of a number 
of trade routes, as are the Philippines, 
he more important its possession as a 
naval basis. 

The second value of these overseas pos- 
sessions is that they are the stepping 
stones to the United States. In enemy 
mands they can be used as bases from 
Which to operate against us. In our 
hands they keep an enemy at a distance 
ind compel him to overcome them be- 
‘ore he can directly attack us.

Summing up, we then have to defend 
our overseas trade, the Monroe doctrine, 
our overseas possession, and the con- 
tinental limits of the United States. We 
are adequately defended when we have 
a fleet and an army of sufficient size to 
enforce our will with respect to these 
things. .

In the case cited 
the superior discipline of the regular ‘troop: | 
and the wer of their officers to direct the 
fire on dled the team of poor shots 
to deat therexpert shots of the organized 
militia, Mowever, as between the two teams 
of the regiJar Amy the expert shots won. 
This shows that while expertness with the 
rifie is a very important factor in a soldier's 
training, it is of little value unless the troops 
are bo disciplined and trained that thelr com- 
manders can control and direct their fire on the 
target. It would be a great mistake, however, 
to conclude that individual accuracy is not an 
important feature of training. The doctrine 
that accuracy of fire is of no importance was 
supported by military men for some time, but 
the results of war have not borne out their 
theories. Wuropean nations have learned in the 
present war that accuracy of fire is of the 
greatest importance and they devote great at- 
tention to it.

F On the right of the road were a series 


of short trenches, not continuous, but 
‘built some yards apart in an irregular 
line stretching up to the top of the hill, 
Beyond was a depression and another 
hill, both cut up by new trenches, 

There were no shelters, When it 
ra ned, the men had to suffer the chilling 
drenching of the rain. At night there was 
no protection from the cold mountain 
alr that swept from the snow capped 
peaks of the Babouna range. 

Little flres were burning, in the trenches 
and the men were eating freshly killed 
and partly cooked meat, and the coarse 
bread that makes up the simple ration 
of the Serb soldier. They were bundled 
up in heavy clothes—fairly padded with 
clothes—but I saw no blankets. 

On a pleasant sunshiny day, the life of 
the Serb soldier in the trenches did 
not seem so hard but I shuddered to 
think of the bitter cold nights and the 
drenching rains that they are obliged 
to endure. 

Many Suffer Frozen Feet. 

A man in Monastir told me that hun- 
dreds of soldiers were brought in with 
frozen feet—far more than are brought in 
from wounds. 

All of them were eating and if their fare 
is any criterion of what the Serb army 
gets, I’m sure they do not suffer from 
hunger. They looked strong and well and 
quite cheerful, even though they must 
have realized the weakness of their post- 
tion. There were no machine guns that 
I saw and there were only a few hundred 
men in all. : 

Col. Vassitch and our party climbed the 
hill from trench to trench. There was 
no attempt at concealment from the Bul- 
gar pos tions off across the plain. The 
scene was tranquil and serene. The only 
firing was vaguely off somewhere and was 
evidently not directed at us.

Serbs Far Outnumbered. 
The admirers of the Serb soldier say 


When you ask why the Serbs 
are now beaten back they say: 

Just think of the foré@s against them. 
When they should have fied all their men 
on the northern front against Germany 
and Austria they had to hold the line 
against the Bulgarians. For mont s they 
knew the. Bulgars were. coming in the 
war and they massed their armes along 
the Bulgarian frontier.. In vain they 
pleaded with the allies to send troops to 
hold the north front, but no troops came. 
They were left to hold two fronts several 
hundred miles in length. 

When they wanted to attack Bulgaria 
the allies would not permit it. We had 
to wait till Bulgaria got all ready and let 


left to hold both the German-Austrian 
end the Bulgarian forces, It is no wonder 
they were beaten back.” | 

This is characteristic of the attitude of 
the Serbians against the allies. It is one 
of bitterness and resentment, which I’ve 
scen reflected in the conversation, of all 
the Serbians with whom I've talked. 


Old Men in Trenches. 

The men in the trenches before Prilep 
were old men, comparatively speaking. 
They looked as though they must have 
been the last reserves which Serbia, in 
her desperation, had been obliged to call 
out. One of the men had a German knap- 
sack which his son, a Serbian soldier. had 
captured from a German at Belgrade 
All of them were men old enough to have 
sons in the army. * A 

It is probable that these men, seasoned 
to hardships and a rigorous life, can 
withetand cold and suffering far better 
than troops who have not seen years of 
service in the mountains; and if the 
Serbian army ‘'s destroyed or captured 
the British or French troops will have 
hospitals full of sick men if they carry 
their campaign into the mountains. 

The German and Austrian forces are 
coming down from the north like a flood 
which is irresistible. In a few days the 
Serbian army will have to flee into Al- 
bania or Montenegro to escape annihila- 
tion or capture, and already there are 
rumors that the government, driven from 
pillar to post, has moved over to Scutari, 
in Albania, thus abandoning their last 
stand in Serbia.

PAYING THE PRICE, 

England is giving the United States some timely 
lessons if we will heed them. One of the questions 
before’ congress is whether we shall adopt as a 
measure of adequate defense the policy of com- 
pulsory service. 

The principle, as THE Trisune has pointed out, 
is already embodied in our laws. The only ques- 
tion before congress and the country is whether 
we shall make that principle effective in time of 
peace or wait until war conditions compel us. : 

England, like ourselves, has clung to the latter 
Plan and is paying the price, not only in continual | 
reverses of her armies abroad but in the gravest 
social disturbance and political schism at home. 
At a moment when her fortunes are dark with 
peril and there is every need for harmony and 
unified energy this issue of citizen service rises to 
shake her strength, to distract and undermine her 
purpose. Her enemies and her allies have no such 
crisis, for they, although their political systems 
differ, are agreed as to the justice and policy of 
requiring military preparation for war as a service 
due in peace from subjects or from citizens. FEiven 

in the present crisis English opposition to this doc- 
trine remains stubborn and it may be written in 
her history that the very quality which in so many | 
perils of the past enabled the English to pull 
through may now be their undoing. 

But whether or not the issue is as vital as Lloyd- 
George believes it to be, enough has been proved 
of the waste, the injustice and the acute danger 
of holding to a volunteer system until inevitable 
war conditions compel a change to compulsion, to 
impel a change in American policy. No one who 
reads the records of our military operations in all 
our wars but will see that England is simply suf - 
fering the experience of our own history, and we 
ought to be thankful that we are reminded now 
before misfortune again is compelled to teach us. 

While nations have to provide for self-defense 
by arms, there is but one system which ‘squares 
with military efficiency and justice to the indi- 
vidual and to the nation. It is the system of 
universal military training and required service. 
The volunteer system does not work because it 
does not permit proper discipline or proper classi- 

| fication of individuals for the varied services of 
— actual war. It does not work because it does not 
produce enough men for a protracted struggle and 
breaks down when the need is greatest. The vol- 
 &§ unteer system is unjust and undemocratic, and if 
 & there were no other reason for compulsory service 
| in a democracy this is enough. 

The volunteer system should be ended now while 
we have the opportunity to establish a proper 
system of citizen service in peace. Our own his- 
tory summons us to this duty. England's fate chal- 
lenges us. If we do not heed we ‘shall have neither 
adequate defense nor excuse for defenselessness in 
the time of trial. 4 


POLICE REFORM. 

Ald, Kjellander says that while every adminis 

tration has played politics with the ‘police, “it is 
worse now than ever before.” 
Whatever the cause and whatever the degree of 
demoralization, it is plain enough that the police 
situation is deplorable. The proposal, therefore, 
to undertake a study of police organization in 
other less afflicted communities is natural, and if 
the study is fairly and intelligently conducted may 
provide us with some information of value. 

But a number of considerations might well 25 
sent themselves to the reformers on the threshold’ 
of their undertaking. The first of these is that an 
investigation of other systems which concerns itself 
only with machinery and not with the general social, | 
political and governmental conditions which control 
the machinery is worse than worthless. If inves- 
tigators go to another city and find three men 
called commissioners pres‘ding over police affairs 
it does not follow from tha fact that a commission 
is to be preferred for Chicago to one chief of police. 

This is a crude example, but it fairly illustrates | 
our tendency to think we can mend conditions by 
tinkering with machinery. Take this proposal to 
replace a single police head appointed by the mayor 
with a commission otherwise selected. For a decade 
at least intelligent political reform has been work- 
ing on the theory that perhaps the greatest need 
of our system of politics and government is the 
simplification of machinery and the concentration of | 
responsible authority. Yet what could be simpler 
end more direct than 9,single police superintendent 
appointed by a single municipal executive And ro- 
movable at will by him? 3 

In the present case it seems to have produced 
dad results. But is it the fault of the machinery 
or the fault of the men whom we have chosen to 
run the machinery? And if it is the latter, why. 
seek improvement by changing the machinery with- 
out attacking the conditions that prevented the 

machinery from producing the desired results?

way of German interests.

REAT Britain has now adopted a 
| strict rule barring the sale or the 

lease to foreigners of islands per- 

taining to the empire and subject 
to the British flag. 

It is perfectly true that no matter how 
much a British island may be purchased 
or leased by a British subject or alien, its 
sovereignty always remains vested in the 
British crown, and that the buyer or the 
lessce, as woll as all those residing on or 
visiting the island, is amenable only 
to British laws, Nor can any flag be 
flown over these islands save that of 
Great Britain. 

This has not been generally wunder- 
stood until now, and some unpleasantness 
and friction have occasionally arisen 
through the erroneous belief on the part 
of the acquirers of an island that in buy- 
ing or obfaining the lease thereof they 
had also secured the sovereignty, and 
were, like Robinson Crusoe. monarchs 
of all they surveyed,” with rights of life 
and death over all the population of their 
water encircled domain.

in. various parts of the world, many of 
therm leased of sold to foreign industrial 
and mercantile concerns.

The following 
results were obtained: Two and eight- 
tenths per cent of all the children were de- 
fective in speech; 1.0 per cent were lisp- 
ers; 7 per cent were stutterers; 4 per 
cent were otherwise defective in speech.

Judge Uhlir, in the Morals court yester- | 
day, referred to Tue TRistwe story of 
the,“ boy bandits " while he was dizpos- 
ing of the case of an 18 year old boy who 
had brought a 16 year old girl to Chicago 
and was living with her as her common 
law husband.

Petit to Head Inquiry. 

Mayor Thompson took a hand in the 
“solution of the problem” by naming 
former Judge Adelor J. Petit chairman 
of a committee to be appointed to Investi- 
gate the parole system in Illinois, Mr. 
Petit's appointment followed a scathing 
attack by him on the parole board of the 
state, declaring that hardened criminals 
are released time and again to prey upon 
society. 

Coll McNaughton; chairman of the 
state parole and pardon doard, said 
Petit's strictufes were unwarranted. 

“The system,” he said, cannot be 
made absolutely perfect, but I am the 
friend of the young boy in prison who is 
still normal. Many young men are in 
prison for crimes that were largely ac- 
idental. They should be helped. The 
confirmed criminal will never get out of 
prison with my vote. ; 

Where the state is at fault is in not 
providing a competent bureau of parole 
agents to look after these young men 
when they go back into life in the effort te 
make good.” : 


Hoyne Blames Old Offenders. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne said that his 
trouble was with the old offenders who 
have been released. He eaid that the pres- 
ent parole board had worked in co- 
operation with him to stop such abuees,

Scald or wash thoroughly one-fourth 
pound of dates and remove the stones 
by pushing them out with the fingers. 
Scald and drain one-fourth pound of figs, 
drain and cut off stems and any discol- 
ored parts. A smaller proportion of 
figs may be used since they predom- 
mate in Savor. Pick over and scald 
one-fourth pound of seedless raisins or 
better of seeded raisins.
